THE NILE DISCOVERY OF SPEKE 
GRANT. 

ir Roderlck Murchison's sddress at the anoual 
meetlog of the grent British Geographieal Socicty 
recounts the adventurea of Onptains Speke aud 
Grant in their expedition up the Nile, nod in the 
following extracta discusses their discoveries : 

"Speke rent 4 quire of paper by way of Zanzibar, 
which bas never reached the socicty. His preeent 
reports contain consecutive narrative of the latter 
and the priuclpal part of his journey betweca 
Kazeb and Gondokora. They commence on Inn. 1 
1662, and date from bis departure from the capital 
of te kingdom called Karagwe, that abute by one 
Of Ite cornera agninst the West shore of Nyanza, at 
Ita southern ead. Here he ecema to have made a 
niost favorable impression on the Lotelligent king, 
whogave hina much-needed Introduction for hie on: 
ward Journey, franked his expenses, nod forwarded 
him with urgeatand friendly recommendations to the 
powerful King of Oganda. Inragwe 18.8 portion of 
PM peoulintly interesting district. Le occupies A ahoul- 
der of the eastern waterabed of a territory two hun 
dred miles. broad and some six thourand feet above 
the eca level, nod Is atudded with detached contest 
hills, one at least of which attalns ihe helght of ten 
thousand feet—Moatese Lune of Button and Speke. 
Two cources of the Nile rieo in this territory—

A WEEK'S SUMMARY OF NEWS. 
From the Army of the Potomac, wo have reports 
of n brillinnt cavalry battle between tho forece of 
Picasanton nnd Stuart, At daylight of tho 
Plensanton’a forces crosecd therlver In two column, 
tho right at Boyerly’s Ford, and the left at Kelly's, 
six miles below. The fords were taken without 
loss, and with elight skirmleh, A mite from the 
river, the right, under Buford, fought with the rebel 
brigade under Jones, nnd subsequently both columns 
engaged the whole rebel force of Stuart, driviog 
thom back soveral miles with heavy Joss. The 
graudcet charge Was mado by the 6th Pennaylyania, 
who dashed on ® whole brigade of rebel cavalry, | 
and, taken in flank by another brigade, cut thelr 
way out from overpowering numbers. Geseral 
Gregg, of Penneylyania, commanded the left column 
The rebels were commanded by Fitzhugh Lee, 
F. Jones, Field, and Robinson, and were under 
ordera for a raid into Maryland, which has been an- 
tlotpated and cheoked. Colonel Davis and Lisuto- 
pant Colonel Irwin, of New York Onvalry, Captain 
Davis, of the 6th Pennsylvania Cavalry, and other 
gallant officera, were killed. Two hundred prieénere 

Ln etand of colors were captured. 

We publish a full account of the brilliant eayalry 
battle, fought by Gen, Pleasanton, of Peansylva. 
fia, with the famoun rebel Stuart, ‘The action took 
plave from Beverly Ford to Brandy Station, a Sow 
miles over the Rappahannock. The rebela, were 
driven buck with heavy loss, apd Geo, Leo's imme- 
diate design of offensive movement, and Stuart's in- 
tended ratd, thwarted. Tho rebels loat yery heavily, 
sad our own Joss numbers one hundred and elghty, 
chieBy of wounded. A charge by tho 6th Pennsyl- 
vaula Oavalry 1s mentioned as the fineat of the war. 
A letter captured, and an extract from a Richmond 
paper, leave no doubt that the rebel atmy was on 
the eve of offence. 

Connesroxpesce: and despatehes from Viekaburg 
report a recent fight nest Milliken's Bend, when 
our goluiera were driyen to the river, and then pro- 
teoted by the gunboata. The negro troops, at first, 
were ourprieed and broke, but afterwards fought 
bravely. Ouc troops have also beea attacked at 
Young's Point. Newa In tho rebel papers reporta a 
viotory of Kirby Smith's forces in the vicluity of 
Milliken's Bend, and parilally confirms our own nc 
counts. The slege ts progressing with confidence 
and induatry, and the rebels, according to the most 
Intelligent accounta, are falling in ammunition and 
supplies, and gradually verging to a capitulation, 
Grant has an immense army, now that he has been 
largely reinforced, nnd Is ably defended on all aldes 
from the most formidable approach of Johnston. 
The report that General McOlernand waa placed 
under arrest {a condcmoed by many correspondents 
as a canard, General McOlernand has acquitted 
himeelf with great bravery throughout the Vicks- 
burg cnmpaiga, nnd in the assault upon the fortifics- 
tlons gained coneplouous advantages, The rebel 
commanier, Pemberton, was still unpopular in the 
South, nod not much was hoped from his general- 
ship. ‘Some of our own correspondents rcom to 
tuink that his campaign haa been a'series of eccen- 
trio failures, 

Tue MextoAn NEWS whlch we publish to-day is 
of a more reliable and intelligible character than 
previous deapatches. Puebla has surrendered, but 
under no dishonorable conditions. General Men 
Uoza, on the 16th of May, was kent to the French 
camp to offer the surrender on condition that the 
officera be permitted to hnve their slde-srme, and 
the force to march to Mexico, and report to the Ge- 
neral Government.

HMADQUARTERS oF THE DEranturnt ov THE 
Susquustanna, Ohnmberaburg, June 12, 1863, 
The undersigned asaumes command of tila depart 

meat, In vic of the danger of the Invasion now 
threatening the State of Pennsylvania by the ene- 
mies of the Government, a new milltnry department 
has been made by direction of the War Depar 
ment, embracing all the territory of Penoaylvanis 
cart of Tobnstowa and Laurel Hill range ot moun 
talns ; headquarters at Chambersburg. 

To prevent rerious ralus by the enemy it 1 deemed 
neccesary to call upon the oltizena of Pennaylvania 
tofurnich promptly all the men peccessry to or 

size an army corpa of volunteer infantry, arti: 
lery, and cavalry, to be designated the “Army 

Corps of the Susquehanns.” ‘They will all be 
enrolled and organized in _accordancs with 
the regulation of the United States service, for 
the protection and defence of the public and pri- 
yote property within this department, and will be 
mustered into the service of the United States, to 
~ serve during the pleasure of the President or the 
continuance of the war. ‘Tho company and field offl- 
cers of tho departmental corps will be provisionally 
commissioned by the President upon the recom 
mendatlon of the gencral commanding. They will be 
armed, uniformed and equipped, and while in active 
servicd subststed aud supplied as activo troops of the 
United States. When not required for active cer 
‘vice to defend the department, they will be returned 
to thelr homes, subject to the call of the commsnding 
general. 

‘Cavairy Voluntecra nay furmsh their own horses, 
to be turned over to the United States at thelr ap- 
praised value, or allowance will be made for the time 
Of actual service, at the rato authorized by Jaw. All 
able-bodied voluateers between the ares of elghteen 
and alxty will be enrolled and received Into this 


corps. 

‘The volunteers for the State defence will recelye 
no bounty, but will be psi the esme as like eervlee 
inthe army of the United States, for the time they 
may be in actual service, as soon as Congress may 
minke an appropriation for that purpose. 

Tf voluatcers belonging to this army corps desire, 
they can be transferred to the volunteer service for 
three years or during the war, when they will be en- 
titled to all bounties and privileges granted by the 
nots of Congress. 

‘Tho general commandiog, in accordance with the 
foregoing general authority, calls upoo all citizens 
within hir department to come forward promptly to 
Perfect the company orgnnizations under United 
States regulating, to-wit: one captala, one first 
Mentenant, one second lieutensnt, 61 privates as the 
minimum, and S? as the maximum standard of each 
company. 

‘The general commanding specially desires that 
citizens of this district recently in the army chould 
Volunteer for duty in this army corp, theroby, from 
their experience, nduing greatly to the efticlenoy of 
the force for immediate defensive operations; each 
company organization to be perfected as soon as 
poesible, aud report tho name of the officers in com- 
mand, the number of men, and the place of its head- 
quarters, In order that they may be promptly fur- 
alshed with trapgportation to the general rendez. 
Yous, sehich will be at Harrisburg. Any person who 
will furoieh: forty or more men, Who will be enrolled, 
if otherwise unobjectionable, Will be cntitled to 
captaincy. 

‘Any person who will bring twenty-five or moro 
men, under the above conditions, will be entitled to 
a fiat licntenancy, and every’ pereon who will 
bring fifteen or more men, under the same condi-

regiments.

ARMY OF THE POTOMAO.

‘This cawp, removed, over alx monthe ogo, from the 
unaalubrious site it originally occupled, Is now ono 
ofthe most healthy military stations in Virginia. 
It tn located tn n pleasant vailey, about half way be- 
teen Washington and Alexandria, and two miles 
back of tho Potomac, The Loudoun and Hamp 
shire Ratlroad runa eloze to Aton theeouth, and (rom 
this a branch ne been constructed, under the direc 
tion of the quartermaster of the camp, leading up to 
the warehouses within the lines, The supply of 
good water Is ample. ‘The camp all round has been 
cleared of plnes, Which covered it, Inatead of rough 
tents, there are fi{ty comfortable barracks, eapablo 
of sheltering 7,000 men; two vant kitchens and dining 
rooms, wherein 4,600 men may simultancoualy find 
places at the table; four large hospitals, euifictent 
for the accom modntion of 1,2C0 paticnta a Inrge hor 
pital litcben and dining hall; a general dispensary, 
medical headquarters, eamp headquarters; eleven 
oflices, for division commandera and other officera ; 
‘large bullding for the private quarters of the com- 
manding ofticer and his stai; four outbulldings, 12 
12 feet by 24, for private quarters for other officer 
two lange warchousce, for the quartermaster and 
commlesnry; a bakery, enpable of baking 16,000 
loaves of bread per day; three stables, in which 600 
horees may be placed; a barracks for the accommo- 
dation of 150 teamaters; a shop, 30 by 79 foot, ond 
two atories high, for blnckemiths, wheelwrighte, ond 
saddlera; a lumber yard and carpenter shop, re- 
colving office, post oltice, exprena office, and various 
other less important buildings, 

‘An oxecllent wagon-rond, well graded and grax 
yolied, Joterscets the camp. This is nearly two 
milenlong. The barracks arein rows, about two hun- 
dred and ifty feet apart, and midway between them 
are the oilices for the division commanders, ph 
clang, ete., which, with the camp headquarters, at 
the end next the rond, form central row, ‘Tho 
Wide streets botween elope gradually toward the 
tain road, aad are swept thoroughly every day. 
Just aorosa the road from the end of there atrecte, 
on a alightly cleyated plateau, are the private quar- 
ters of the commanding officer sud his atnif, lanked 
on elther ide by the private quarters of the other 
ofcers, arrange in 8 semicircle, the termint 
of which are directly opposlte the lines of the 
fronte of the two rows of barracks, The hosp 
tala are on bigher ground, beyond the opposite ex 
tremity of the barracke, and sufilelently remote to 
acctire the etek from inconvenience because of nolac 
or dust. The kitchens and dining-halla are on the 
east of tho barracks, and between them and the rear 
of tho Intter 1s another wide atreet, which ta now 
being graded and improved. ‘The warchouscs are a 
little way distant from the officers! quarters, oa the 
branch railroad ; nad, east of thesc, close by a clear 
apring brook, are the stables, teameters’ quarters, 
and mecbanics’ shops, Below the warehouses, on 
the railrond, 1s an extensive wood-yard, where wood 
in now being stowed to supply the camp and sur- 
rounding stations, Notwithstanding the number of 
buildings In this camp, we find quite a village of 
tents clustered on 1 hill to the west of hesdquar. 
ters, where reside several ollicers nnd elvilina em 
ployee, with thelr families, and on another hil}, 
south of the Jatter, is the distribution camp, in Sib- 
ley tonte, 

The Convalescent Camp was designed, originally, 
merely ns n dépot where soldiers rufficiently reco- 
vered to leave the hospitale, but not well enough to 
Joln thelr regiments, should remain until they ca 
tirely regained their health ; but now it has become 
the goneral dépat for convalescente, paroled priaon- 
ers, etragglers, ete,, ani contains, probably, 7,000 
men. Theve are never permanent residents, for as 
scon as thoy aro able to go, and {tis convenient to 
send them, they are passed Into the Distribution 
Camp, {o beeent thence to thelr respective regiments 
nnd thelr places aro filed as rapidly by new acccr. 
slons. Hence; the sumerical strength of the catmp is 
fa matter of contlnunt uncertainty; and hae, I be- 
Heve, varied from 1,600 to 17,000. ‘The probabilitica 
now hre that {t will eoon be greatly increased ; and 
hence the extensive provision made for baking, 
cooking, ote., to examine which would well repay a 
viait from yonrelty. I would describe these were It 
not that it would require more space than the sub- 
Jeet will justify. 

The organization of the camp is worthy of 
fas much praise, perhaps, aa its arrangement. 
It isin the Department of Washington, under the 
command of Major General Heintzolman, One of 
hie staff, Licutensnt Colonel Ssmucl MeKelvey, 1a 
the commander in the camp, He was formerly ono 
of the moat prominent and Influential tron mer 
chante of Pittsburg, Pa., anil when the present de 
plorable rebellion broke ‘out left his home, accept- 
ing a captain’s commiesion In one of the regimenta 
of Peonsylvania volunteers, rushed to the service of 
hia country. His regiment waa sesigned a pince tn 
the division of General Holntzelman, whom he 
accompanied through the Penineula campalga, at 
the second battle of Bull Rua, st South Mountaln, 
and st Antictom. His bravery, Intelligence, and 
efilcleney led to hla appointment’ on the staff and 
promotion to the rank he now holds ; and his strict 
regard for dieoipline and thorough acquaintance 
with the army regulations, together with his unu- 
nual adminfetrative abilities, haye made him pre~ 
clecly fitted for this command. He 1a fortuoate in 
being surrounded with officers well calculated to 
carry out hia views. 

Lieutenant J. A. Elison, of Philsdelphis, from 
the 2d Pennsylvania Cavalry, who was appointed 
acting assistant quartermaster of Convalercent 
Camp Jast January, deserves @ good deal of the 
credit due for bringing the camp into Its present nd- 
mirable condition Hia services have been acknow- 
ledged; tn the most acceptable manner, by the War 
Office. There was unlversal satisfaction in the 
camp, a few days ago, at the announcement that he 
had been promoted to the rank of {ull quartermaster, 
with the rank of captain, ‘The only drawback con- 
nected with thlaeamp 1s the condition of the roads 
between it and Washington, In winter, they nre 
perfect quogmires; in summer, they are equally 
rough, but diist then euperecdea mid. A fortnight's 
labor expended on filllog in the ruts in theee dread. 
{ul ronde would bo a great blessing. Tam astonished 
that ang one ever thinks of golug for pleasure over 
thle route, 

There has just been added an excellent brasa 
banil to the catablishment here, When General Nye 
and the Hon, John Govode vialted it on Saturday, 
thie band serenaded them, and there was ‘good 
time generally,” FELL.

A BRILLIANT OAVALRY BATTLE. 


GENERAL STUART DEFEATED, 

Wasnrnaton, June 10.—The fight between Gen. 
Pleasanton’s cavalry ani Stuart's force, yesterday, 
was a very brillinat affair, Our men crosred the 
Rappahannock and mnde the attack, driving the re- 
bela from their entrenchments, with a large number 
Killed and wounded, We took  Inrge number of 
prieonera ; but the number fs unknown. 

From an oflicer who participated in the fight, it i 
ascertained that, yesterday morning, two brigades 
of General Pleaeanton’s cavalry, under commani of 
General Buford, made an important reconnolesance 
toward Culpeper, and had one of the most obstinate 
cavalry fighta that have occurred during the war. 

Tho force was composed of General Buford’s bri- 
gade and nnother cavalry brigade under the com- 
mand of Colonel B. T. Davis, supported by two bat 
terles of artillery and two regiments of infantry as 6 
reserve. At half past 12 o'clock on Monday night, 
the cavalry bivouscked near Beverly Ford, on the 
Rappahannock river, At 3 o'clock the next morn- 
ing, the men were called, the horses fed and saddled, 
and, at o'clock, they croseed the ford, Beyond the 
ford was a soml-cireuilnt bend of woods with a range 
of rifle-pits near the edge of the timber, and 4 Jino 
of picketa guarded the ford and the southern bank of 
the river. ‘The BthjNew York Cavalry crossed frat, 
nad drove the plekets back to the rifte-pits. The ca- 
valry then charged directly through the rifle-pits, 
‘and, after desperate combat, cleared the woods, the 
enemy falling back upon thelr artillery, and main- 
tainiog their position until 12 o'clock, when our ar 
tillery came up, and they were driven back alx 
milce, in the direction of Culpeper Court House, 
when our forces reoronaed the river in good order. 

Nearly all the fighting was done by the cavalry, 
and it was of the bloodleat character, mostly band 
to hand with sabre and pistol. In the woods the 
heavy timber was not very dense, so that horece 
could advance through it, but the undergrowth was 
thick, and when a trooper dropped he wns effec 
tually concealed. Our own losa was considerable, 
and the slaughter of the rebels was fearful. The 
proximate numbers of the casualties on both sides 
are not yet reported. 

Among the canualties are: Col. B. F. Davis, of 
the Sth New York Cavalry, killed; apt. Benj. F, 
Foote, of the Sth New York Oavalry, killed; Lieut, 
Outler, ofthe Sth New York Osvalry, killed ; Lieut. 
Reaves, of the 6th New York Cavalry, mortally 
wounded ; Lieut. Vane, of the Sth Now York Oa- 
valry, severely wounded; spt. Oanfleld, of the 
Regular Cavalry, killed, 

By this eudden and brilliant dneh of our cavalry 
{nto the enemy's Iincs, thelr plana haye been frus- 
trated, and the {ntended raid of Stuart's cavalry 
prevented. 

In this way our men made more than a dozen 
charges into the midst of the rebel ranks, relying 
almost entirely upon the sabre, which they used 
with terrible effect, The cnomy, on the other hand, 
repeatedly charged, but relied, (or the moat part, on 
thelr revolvers. 

Both sides were repeatedly driven back in the 
course of tho battle, though we succeeded in driving 
the rebele (Fitzbugh Lee's and Wade Hampton's 
divisions of cavalry, with their artillery, all com- 
manded by Major Gonvral J. E, B, Stuart) baok to 
point about six milea southeast of where their 
pickets were first encountered, General: Pleassn- 
ton then found the enemy s0 heavily reinforced 
with infantry and ortillery as to make It prudent to 
retura to this elde of the river. The recrosaing 
commenced at about four olclock P. M., General 
Pleasanton bringing otf about two hundred pri- 
sonere, his own wounded, and the bodies of those 


of his officers who had been killed in the engage- 
ment, 


The 6th Penneylyania Cavalry which was in the 
advance under Buford, lost heavily, including elx 
oflicera killed, wounded, or miseing, 

Of the 6th Peoneylvanin Cavalry, Captain Davie 
was killed by a shell ; Major Robert Morris 1a mis” 
slog, Lieut, Leanig {a missing, Licut, R. Ellie re- 
ceived a shot through his leg, and Capt. Lelper was 
cut with a sabre, ‘The Sth New York Regiment had 
tho advance under Gregy and the command of Col. 
Dayle, who was killed on the field. After slightly. 
wavering, they acquitted themeclyea with much 
gallantry. 

Among the casualtics of that regiment were Capt. 
Foote, Co. E, aud Lieut. Cutler, Co. A, killed ; and 
Liout. Reeves, Co. O, and Lieuts Epler, Co, 1, mor 
tally wounded. 

On the return to this side of the river the enemy 
skirmished frequently with our rearguard, doing us 
no damage to speak of, Our losa has not been 
definitely nacertained. The proportion of horses 
xllled on both sldea ia this eogngement in considered 
almost uoexampled, The fleld from where Buford 
and Gregg became first engaged throughout the 
whole distance of five miles over which the enewy 
were driven before getting back to their roinforce- 
ments, was strewn with dead and wounded rebels. 
We had two batteries of artillery engaged and the 
enemy tho same. Much oredit fa given to our artil- 
lery for ita bravery and efficiency 

A train arrived hero to-day bringing 170 wounded 
oflicera and men from tho engagement of yesterday.

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE ENGAGEMENT, 

New Youx, June 10.—The Tiines of thia clty hoa 
received the following special correspondence : 

Brvreiys Forp, June 9, 

General Pleseanton, at daylight thin moruing, 
erosed the Rappahannock tn two columns, his 
right at Beverly's Ford and loft at Kelly's Ford, six 
mileabelow, ‘The fords were captured without lors, 
Beverly's Ford waa taken by » spirited dah of the 
8th Tilools Cavalry, and the 8th Tlinola and sth 
New York Infantry, and we were on tho south alde 
ofthe stream before the enciny were aware of our 
movement, General Gregg took ICrlly's Pord alter 
alight ckirmish, but with no loss of life. 

The right column, under General Buford, had pro 
eceded only a milo from the river when it came 
upon General Jones! whole rebel brigade, who had 
Just shaken themsclves out of a sleep in time to re~ 
colye us. A tight commenced which continued from 
Go'slock A. M, to 3 o'clock P. M., by which time 
the entire force of General Stuart, coneleting, nc- 
conling to the papers found in the camps, of 12,000 
oavalry and sixteen pleces of artillery,had been ea. 
gaged ond driven bsck three mules on tho right and 
five miles on the left, with heavy loss, 

Our forces fornied n junction near Brandy Station, 
at2o'elock, ‘The fighting of both columns, under

Baford and Gregg, was very gallant, not a single in- | 


stance of misbehavior occurring. 

The grandest charge was wade by the 6th Penn- 
aylvania Cavalry, supported by the 6th Regiment of 
Regulara, when they dashed on a whole brigade of 
the cucmy, and were taken in flank by another bri- 
gade. Though thoroughly overpowered, they gsl- 
Jantly cut thefr way out. 

‘Two of Gen. Gregg’s brigadee, under Col. Wynd- 
ham and Col. Kilpstrick, had hot work all the mor: 
ing, but drove the enemy from the river to Brandy 
S{ation. The rebels were numerically superior to 
us) Including our small supporting force of Infantry. 
Notwithstanding thie, we droye them back hand- 
rouely, and eaptured 209 prisoners nnil a stand of 
colore. 

‘The enemy had five large brigades, under command 
of Gens. Fitzhugh Lee, W. F. H. Lee, Jones, Field, 
and Robioron, with 15 pleces of artiUery, under 
Maj. Beckham. They had been reviewed the pre- 
vious day by Gen, Lee, and were under orders to 
leave on thelr grand raid Into Maryland and Pepn- 
sylvanta to-morrow (Wedneedny) morning. 

Important papers were captured in the camp of 
Jones’ brigade, showing tho strength of the whole 
fores and its Intentions. The fight was dle 
tinued about three o'clock, the rebels falling back 
upon thelr strong Infantry supports, which came up 
by rail from Culpeper, apd suppoted to be a part of 
Longatreev's force, which, from the letters taken, 
we leatn Was in that vicinity on Saturday. 

Our forcea returned olmost unmolested to this 
aide of the river during the afternoon, the enemy 
declining to make any serious attempt to regain 
thelr loat ground.

Wasnt: June 10.—General Lee, tt was 
protty well known, had assembled his cavalry, s\ip= 
ported by artillery and fafaatry, between Culpeper 
Court Houre and Beverly's Ford, with a deelgn to 
send them upon a rald, and this fact is further eub- 
atantiated from a document that fell toto Pleasan- 
ton’s hands, by which It was ascertained that 
Stuart was to have started on his journey within an 
hour or two of the thme our forces came up with 
them. General Plessonton, in view of the infor- 
mation above stated, was despatched with portions 
fof the divielona of our cavalry, commanded by 
Gencrala Buford and Gregg, respectively, to prevent 
the consummation of the enemy's dealgue, 

‘The forces under General Buford consisted of por 
tions of the Iot, 24, 6tb, and Gth Regular Cavalry, 
and the 6th Peonaslvapfa Cavalry ; and those under 
Goveral Gregg of portions of the sth and 9th New 
York, 8th Mlinols, and 3d Indinoa Cavalry. Gene: 
ral Buford's force, which was on the right, firat met 
the enemy's ploketa half & mile south of the ford, 
when a severe engagement immediately commenced, 
the rebela Seing in heavy foree, and realating the ad- 
vance of our troopa with continuous hand-to-hand 
fighting, When Gregg brought his furco up to the 
fight and beoamne engaged, the enemy gradually gave 
way, disputing every inch of the ground deape- 
rately.

They 
work harmoniously, nad nccomplish wonders, In 
fair weather and foul you will ace the Imperturba- 
ble, good-natured Captain on tho wharf, Ustening 
with a grave face to the wants of some petulant 
pletol, who wears his new-born honors gaudily on 
bio shoulders, or ordering some tug to convey a 
drunken officer to his ship, Captain Hartiogton, of 
tho E. A. Souder, hna n peoullar tenderness for bis 
native clty, Philadelphia, although, to use his own 
words, bo "hss beea tugging it all hia life,”” These 
men are hale and brown, too outspoken for good 
Polley, yot, withal, of great but quict Value.

They bellovo » man who 
attempts to live beneath the shade of theae upaslike 
trees Is nure so deotioy of certain Jesth, Yet this 
Great Dismal Swamp is actually healthy—ia oceu 
pled by our soldiers, and 1s pronounced salubrious 
by our surgeons, ‘The 177th Pennevivania regiment 
went there with alinost two hundred oa the alck list, 
and now they have scarcely two dozen. This {s mira: 
culous, whea we consider how they have to contend 
against frogs, snakes, Nizzards, and woolsticks, The 
Salt Sulphur Spriogs of Magnolia wore favorite 
reaort of the creme de le crime of Virginia and 
North Carolina; yet this beautiful water 
log place ia almost upon the margin of what I 


| would call the northwest lobe of the swamp, on the 


road leading from Suifolkt to Portmouth. Juniper 
water alone can be found In the depth of this waste, 
It Jp of a light claret color, and very wholesome. 

A few daya ago two companies of tofentry, under 
command of Licutenant Colonel Brady, of the 177th 
Pennoylvania Regiment, went on a barge through 
Diamal-Swamp can}, in quest of gucrillas.

commanding, Among whom were some 70 officers, 
97 having been paroled, a precaution gencrally taken 
by Major Weidman, when he receives such people 
at Fort Norfolk, ‘Tho steamer proceeded to Fort 
Delaware, Second Licutenant W. E. Donay, with 
a equa of 10 mea, having empty muekets, belong 
Ing to tho 3d Pennsylvania Artillery, were the 
guard. When about six miles from Cape Hepry 
light house, a conspiracy, which had been talked 
over among the prisoners for sometime, culminated, 
A large number of the rebel olflcers, Jed om and in- 
cited by the notorious Ned MeGows, of California 
fame, selzed the atms of tho guard and paroled the 
Meutenant and histen men, Thoy determined to 
run their prize Into Nataau ; but upon examination 
discovered they had not cuificlent coal to enn- 
ble them to reach that place, so they lowei 
the small boats, ail save ti 
paroled officera landed near the Caps Henry light 
houes, at which place a oquad of 25 wea belonging 
to the 173d Penpsylyanla Regiment areatatioued, If 
thoy hnd made n dash on these aco, rad captured 
their arma snd aramunition, they would all bave 
been armed. It is difficult to tell whether they will 
unite their fortunes or nat; most probably thoy 
will adopt tho safer plan, aud go siwzly Lato the 
swamps, Oaptain Iba, with 200 men of the 170th 
Pennsylvania, were {natsntly ordered out by Gen. 
Viele to scour the country to Cape Heary. Major 
Murray, with 300 of the 148th New York, were seat 
out to examine the neighborhood about the Diol 
Swamp, oat also Cuptain Mitohell, with a con 
alderablo number of the 11th Pennsylvaula Cavalry.

It is impossi 
ble to over cstimate the benefits of this 
orgauic change in military operations, and 
in the public mind. Those who haye been 
arraying themsclyes in opposition to the 
enrolment of the colored people, North and 
South, would do well to ponder upon these 
Denefits before resolying to remain in 
the wrong. Lyery black man drafted in 
the free States saves a while man, and re- 
duces the number from which our new 
levies are to be taken. In the field he acts 
A still more important part, relicving the 
white wan from the privations and risks of 
the march and the fight, and to that extent 
ing every white community in the free 
States. The great paucity of labor in nearly 
every department of enterprise is felt and 
deplored every hour—felt as well by the 
employer as by the consumer, and has 
finally become a question of such magni- 
tude as to force the Government to take 
measures to invite emigration to fill up the 
yacuum.

and double that number wounded, The 6th 
corps being across, the entire army commenced to 
move, for it was goon ascertained that Gen, Lee 
had himself recroseed up the river, at a place called 
Rappahannock station. It was slao observed that 
‘a fow daya previously Leo's army was reinforced to 
the extent of about fifty thousand wen, Lee tm 
mediately moyed off In the direction of Warrenton, 
Hooker prepared to follow, ani the opposing forcea 
have changed thelr basce, and. battle ts wnavolda- 
ble. It will probably occur eomowhero near Bull 
Run, It ts evidently General Lee's wish ant 
design that the next battle shall occur on the fleld 
which, on acco\nt ofprovious ssocintions, haaa au- 
perstitious Importance, It ia evident, however, that 
Gen. Lee has over-estimated his strength aud his

THE CAVALRY BATTLE, 

In bivoune vt Bealeton, on the Orange and Alex- 
andrix Rallrond, the correspondent of tho Times 
gives an interesting account of Pleasanton’s battle 
with Stuart's cavalry, near Beverly's Font and 
Brandy Station, The letter, from which we ex- 
tract, Ia dated June 1. The object of the reconnols 
sance on Friday Isat was, in addition to ascertaln- 
ing the enemy’s position, to remnin asa diversion, 
while the cavalry force were gathered to attack the 
threntening mata of cavalry oppostte on our ex- 
treme right flank. 

THE FOROE AND PLAN 

Saturday evening the composition of the force 
was determincd upon, sad all the cavalry that could 
be made ‘mmediately avaliable was detalled for the 
work under command of Gen. Pleasanton, (Gen. 
Stoneman having been relleved,) assisted by Gens. 
Buford and Gregg, and Col. Dulle, aa subordinato 
commanders. In additlon, two small brigades of 
picked Infantry, under Gen. Ames, ofthe {1th Corpe, 
and Gen. Ruseell, of the 6th Corps, were detalled 
to accompany the expedition. A detall of artillery 
waa made in the proportion of one battery to each 
brigade, the horee-battery, with the cavalry, being 
in charge of Oaptsin Roberton, chef of artillery 
on Gen. Pleasanton’s staff. 

The force, when completed, did not, by several 
thousand, reach the reported number of thé enemy, 
from twelve to fifteen thousand ; but then, ap far ag 
cavalry was concerned, we sent all that 
spared, and, co far as infantry was concern 
sequel proved that fully aa much was 
be used to advantage. And then there wae a atrong 
supposition that the force of the enemy had been ex- 
aggerated. 

General Pleasanton’s cavalry rendezroused during 
Saturday and Sunday at Catlett's Station and War- 
renton Junction, getting supplics of forage and fo 
from both place, by the Orange nnd Alexandrin rall- 
road. Gen. Ames! Infantry moved Saturday eve- 
ning to the Spotted Tavern, and on Sundsy to neat 
Bealeton Station. Gen. Ruseell’s brigade raoved 
on Sunday to Hartwood Church, snd on Monday to 
Kelly's Ford. The plan waato rendezvoua the com- 
mand at the two on the Rappshannock—Be- 
verly’s Ford on the right, and Kelly's Ford on the 
left—the tivo belng lx miles apart, and then move 
the column forward toward Culpeper, on ronda cons 
verging at Brandy Station, whero a junction of the 
forces was to be formed, or eooner, Lf necessary 
THE FIGHT NEAR BEVERLY'S FORD— 

DEATH OF COL. DAVIS 

At dawn of Tuceday the right column under Gen. 
Bulord was in motfon. Our esvslry soon reac 
the river, dashed Jn, dashed up the bank, and were 
well on the opposite pide before the rebels. in 
their fortifications were aware of thelr presenee. 
‘The suddenness of the movement completely aur- 
Priced them, and they at once broke for the first 


Srlendly timber, which waa about one-fourth of 
a mile in thelr rear.

B. F. Davis, of the sth New Yor 
captain inthe Ist Regular C 
gallant officer who led the gallant charge out of Har- 
per'a Ferry last fall, aod captured Longotreet’s ame 
munition train. When the rebels, who were dis- 
moynted, reached the woods, they began tockirmleh, 
and detained our force thero long enough to elve the 
alarm to Jones! brigade, they belog encamped just 
beyond In the outer edge of the woods. Though thelr 
horees were grazing in tho fields, yet they epicedily 
fell fn, and Ana very short time two or three squa- 
drone came charging down the rondasnd through the 
timber. Hurling thelr force upon the sth New 
York, they broke tt and forced it back, and kill 
and wounded quite anumber. Col. Davie, who 
gallantly leading the sdvance, turned to rally them, 
and, Waving his word to the Sth Ill/no!e, shouted, 
“Come on, boys" when a rebel rode out in front of 
him, and fred threo shate from bis pistol at him, the 
Isnt one taking effect in his forehead, and inflicting 
A mortal wound. Quick as thought, Lieutenant 
Parsons, acting A. A. General to Colonel Davis, 
Was at the olde of the rebel, and, rleing tu hio athe 
rupe, with one well-directed blow of bia sabre he 
Jald his head open midway between eyes sad chio, 
nnd the wretch fell vead in the dust at his horse’ 
feet. Paraona ia but 8 youth ; his adversary way a 
strong, athictie map, yet the former, though young In 
years and slight stature, nobly avenged bia com- 
mander’s fall. 

Major Whiting’s command now came up to the 
support of the Illinois and Indisna troops. General 
Ames alto brought his infontry over, aud deployed 
them on the left of the road as skirmishers, and 
then puebed them out In Lino of battle to the edge of 
the woods, In front of which the enemy was drawn 
up by aquadrona, with artillery at the intervale, 
which omitted no opportunity to ebell everything in 
sight that had motlon to it. ‘Thus far the enemy 
eyeldently had but one brigade at hand, and a few 
prigoners token eald they belonged to the Gh, 7th, 
And 12th Virgins Cavalry, of General Jonea! bri- 
grade, When asked If he was " Jonee, the guerilla,” 
they Ind{goantly dented the imputation. Neverthe- 
Joes, he was, General Pleasanton now dircoted 
‘neral Buford to make preparations to charge this 
force In the Mank, while the infantry and artillery

Pleasanton now pushed forward, but the rebols roon 
gave way, and fell back rapidly, They were Lo s bad 
Predicameat—for Gregg was almoat dircotly in thelr 
rear, Rusecl was on theirright flank, and Buford 
on their freot, They therefore made a hasty re« 
troat, abandoning their old camp entirely, part 
of which we had already ozcupled, and two regi- 
ments wero very nearly being cut off, an Kilpatrick 
moved off toward the right, to mako connection 
With Buford. They had but a narrow atrip of 
Isnd, not covered by our force, through which to 
cacape. In the chargea by General Greggs column, 
satund of colors and over one hundred and fifty 
prlaoners were taken. Colonel Wyndham’s brigade 
captured the heights commanding Brandy Station, 
and there discovered rebel Infantry being brought 
up by the ears. A portion of it drew up and dred a 
volley at our cavalry. Colonel Wyndham was shot 
through fhe calf of the leg by a buehwacker, but bis 
Wound is not serious, and he atill Ikeeps the snddte, 

While s junction was belug effected with Gregg's 
columa on the left, Buford and Ames were pushing 
out on the right, and with Vincent's battery, Buford 
hail, by tyro o'clock, carried all the ereete occupied 
by the enemy during the forenoon, and had forced 
him back over three miles from the riyer. 


RETIREMENT—LOSSES, 
Tho fact that the enemy were now falling back 
1 strong Infantry eupporta, aud we being alre 
numerically inferlor to them, induced Gen. Pleasan- 
ton to consult with hia subordinates, and it having 
been left discretionary with the former to advance 
return, {t was finally deemed prudent fo return, 
anil -at four o'clock our forces began falling back, 
The cnemy was not Inclined to “pfck a tight” on 
the return, and, save somo slight skirm{ehing, 
wo were not molested, Buford’a division fell 
back to Beverly ford, and Gregg’s division to 
Rappahannock ford, a mile and a half below. We 
brought off all our dead and wounded), and also some 
of the cnemy’s, while many of the latter were atill 
remaining on the fick when we retired. By dark 
our forces were all over the river, and the wounded

conversstion with an ofléer on the traln, and eald 
he camo from Vicksburg; that Gen, Joo Jobnaton 
\J succeeded in crossing the Blg Wack river, by a 
very shrewd mancuvre, In which ho deselve 
olllzers egregiously, who concentrated their forces in 
expectation ofean Immediate attack from him, and 
thus thoy succeeded in relnforoing the starving gar 
Hleon, with m force under Gen. W. D.T. Waller 
An army corresponientof the Huntayllle Confederate, 
writing from MeMinville, Tenn, on June 6, seema 
to think Gen, Roreerana{s going to retreat—nt lenat, 
la wishes breed euch thoughte. He imagines Gen, 
Rosecrans! army very much weakened by the loss of 
20,000 men sent to Gen. Grant, and belleves Gen. 
Rorcerans will retire to the fortilientions of Nath. 
ville, Tenn, If Gen. Grant was strengthened by 
5,000 men, Gen. Joe Tohpetou (as they love to. call 
him) will never crovs the Big Diack river, and even 
if hodid, Gen, Rosecrans would not yield an inch, 
The rebels mistake the aoldiers and the chieftains 
they have to fight, ‘They have nil been weighed tn 
the balance—at Fort Donelson, Shiloh, and Murfeece- 
boro—nad have never teen found wantin;

One fort, designed by and bullt under the superin- 
tendence of Colonel Edward H, Phelps, of the 33th 
Oblo, on the crest of a high bill, haa been declared 
impregnable by military men, and will remain an 
object Of curloalty to the rleing generation long 
years to come, 
REVIEW OF TROOPS 

There Was a “grand review" on Thursday last 
ofall the troopa now here, by Major Gen. Granger, 
It wan a thing this division haa neyer been troubled 
much with before, and a sight the citizens of this 
acction of the country have never witnessed before. 
Through Frankiln people have become quite ued 
tothem. Themen presented a mngnificent appoar- 
ance, and the sight waon grand one to see, near 
twenty thousand infantry and artillery mancuvring | 
Inalong open field, The cavalry were not on the 
ground, haying been sent to Frauklin to reinforco 
thet place, where we had heard artillery firing 
nearly all day, 

At five in the afternoon of the 4th, the cavalry 
brigade, uoder command of Colonel Campbell, of the 
2d. Michigan, consisting of the 2d Michigan, 6th 
Kentucky, and 9th Pennsylvania, atarted towards 
Franklin, but to come in below the town, and cut 
ofthe rebel cavalry that were believed to be 
trying to surround the town, while the Ist 
East Tenncatce Cavalry was to {go direct towarda 
Franklin ; nai before arriving there the situation of 
the country was such that we hoped to get the 
rebela north of the Harpeth river, and between two 
fires, Colonel Campbell came upon a brigade of the 
rebels exnetly \hero he xpected to find them ; but 
they, being hid in the woods, allowed part of Col. 
Campbell's force to pasa by. The rebels formed 
line of battle, and were going to advance on our 
rear, when the ichigan, which had been a little 
Vehind, came in sight, This Was more than 
rebels had bargained for, and were somewhat 
astonished ; but the Michigan boys did not 
lot them ‘sland {le long; they pitehed right 
Into them, and our foreea which were ahead turned 
back, and for n Uttle while there waa a charp 
Aght—part of it hand-to-hand; but the rebcla 
could—n0t—ninn deve alone squatters, and bent 
a hasty retreat, leaving twenty-two dead on the 
field, seventeen Wounded, and thirteen taken priso- 
ners, One of the wounded was an orderly of Gen. 
Garrett, whone brigade was engaged, A“ Jone star” 
lag, very beautifully worked with allk, waa taken 
by scaptain of the 2d Michigan, In the meantime, 
Col, Watkine, with the 6th Kentucky, had made a 
detour i another direction, and captured an ammu- 
nition wagon, with several prisoners, ‘The Ist East 
Teancesce did not reach the ground until about half 
anhour after the tight was over, and sorry enough 
that they had not been a little cooner; but they had 
the longest road to travel. This skirmish was not 
over until afterdark. We then went on into Frank- 
lip, where there was much tribulation among our 
nicn who belonged there; they all believed the place 
to be completely surrounded; that there was not 
Jeas than twothousnad rebels la any direction a mile 
out of town; but we knew better; at least there 
was none In the direction we cane. 
| Tho morntog broke cloudy and drizzly, and Colonel 
Bair, of the 8th Indiana, commanding, waa eo tho- 
roughly impreaaed with the idea that tho rebels 
Would attack nd capture tho fortifications during 
the morning, that he had piled up n large lot of new 
Springfield rifles, ready to burn, and, it waa rumored, 
had prepared a white flag to use as early as posslb! 
to prevent much bloodshed, Sure enough, our plek- 
cts on the Columbia pike were attacked and driven 
in; the 6th Kentucky went over the river to rein- 
force them, and the heavy 22-poundera in the fort 
began to belch forth stn line of rebel skirmishers, 
about {wo ands half milca distant, The Gring con- 
| tinued very regularly for two hours, when the colo- 
el of the 6th Kentucky sent in word for Heaven's 
aake to stop that artillery firing, for there was u 
enemy near, sod two shells had burst among hla 
men soil wounded tio.of them 

At this juncture Colonel Vanderveer, commanding 
the 24 brignde of the dd division, which had arrives 
during the night from Triune, nesumed command of 
the foreco at and. about Franklin, He immedinstely 
stopped Mo artillery firing. I might make a com- 
plimentary notlce of the artillerists working thore 
S-pounders by enying that the day previous th 
had hit a cotton-gin somewhat larger than a g 
sized barn, at tho ninth shot, distance one ralle, but 
T yon't do it, ne tt might lead them to look for a 
promotion, Colonel Vanderveer {mmedintely took 
the ist East Tennessee Cavalry and sth Ollo To 
fantry, and started south on tho Columbia pike, 
to veo what the proapest was for a battle 
miles ditant across a ravine a rebel picket 
Waa discovered, which was pursued by tio compa. 
nica of tho ath Kentucky Cavalry with Colonel 
Faulkucr, of the 7th Kentucky, at tho hend of 
them} but they were too headlong and puraned 
them too far, for the xcbels were relaforced and 
turned on men, who got away a little 
more lively than there was any real neccaslty for; 
and it was while fa tho renr, vainly endeavoring to 
rally the men and get them ‘to make a stand, that 
Faulkner recetyed a very eevero wound, 
and bad it not been for Mr. Seward, a correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Inquirer, who nobly etald by 
tho Colone}, helped him on hia horse, and held hla 
thero until they got out of danger, he would undoubt- 
edly have been taken prisoner, Colonel Faulkner ia 
agentlewnn and a brave offlecr, and would be a loss 
to the servico ; he had gone out with us thle morn- 
ing of his own cholco to glveany necessary informa 
ton, he beng porfectly familiar with the country 
‘Twomen ofthe {th Kentucky Cavalry were captured, 
The rebels did not feel disposed to come to our linc 
of cavalry, and we returned to town. The next day 
the cnemy not making any disturbance, we all return- 
cd to Triune, heartily glnd to come home, and 
fairly Uisguated with the way things were conducted 
at Franklin, and fully convinced if ever avy place 
was Well fixed to be “gobbled up” Franklin was, 
aud yet the fort there, manned by one good regiment, 
could hold it against flve.thoussnd cavalry, Onc 
hundred and ninety shots were fired on Thureday 
from tho 12-pounders, bealdes the firlog on Friday 
morning, and nobody burt by lt. They get up big 
battles every fow days at Franklio, but they don't 
amount to anything, Gen, Rosccrana haa got tired 
of their alarming tho country, and sent a deapateh 
there today to hava no more ammupition wasted, 
Franklin ja na important approach to Nashville, aud 
ought by all meana to be held, and there Ja vastly 
more heed for General Granger and his whole army 
there than there fa here.

‘The extensive scale upon which prepara- 
tions are being made for the celebration of 
the coming Fourth of July give promise that 
it will exceed in proportions and splendor 
any demonstration of the kind that has ever 
taken place in this or any other city of the 
Union, We earnestly hope that it will in- 
dced prove, in every respect, a grand affair.

THE INVALID CORPS. 

When this war was commenced, literally 
forced upon us by public plunderers, anibi- 
tious publicists, and mean intriguers, it found 
the country with a very limited regular nr- 
my. But cach Statehad military organiza- 
tions of its own, and how powerful and efti- 
cient they were, the experience of the past 
two years has moat unequivocally shown. 
The Rebellion, at once causeless and wick- 
ed, has developed the military of the 
nation, ae shown us our strength, has c 
yerted the peaceful citizen into the ardent 
and adventurous warrior, Henceforth, w 
are qualified to take rank among the most 
military of the great Powers, and, though 
we eschew that grasping spirit of “annexn- 
tion” which the leading ambition of Eng 
land has adopted as its leading principle of 
action, we shall require, ns a necessity, 
‘when this cruel war is over,’? a regular 
army much more numerous than the exi 
gencies of the country ever before exacted. 
Whenever that army comes to be selected 
out of the brave patriots now in arms as 
Volunteers, the exercise of a little discretion 
will supply a force whose morale cannot he 
surpassed, whose valor and disciple have 
been shown in field and camp, 

Nothing in all the annals of war is more 
remarkable than thgsalmost impromptu 
mauner in which thousands and tens of 
thonsands of eager-eyed, strong-handed, 
bold-hearted patriots rushed to arms, after 
the fall of Fort Sumpter, at the call of the 


President. Every loyal State sent forth her 
quota—yea, sometimes more than her quots, 


like Pennsylvania. In Europe, it takes 
from six to nine months’ hard labor to disci- 
pline the recruit into the soldier. With us, 
greatly owing to the local organizations 
which existed all oyer the country, the gal- 
lant Volunteers, when they enrolled their 
names, were nearly as good soldiers as the 
regular army. A yery little drilling put 
them on the fleld prepared to fight by rule. 
Our soldiers are now some of the finest, as 
well as confessedly among the bravest, in 
the world. The Government, to say the 
truth, has donea great dealforthem, They 
are better paid, fed, and provided for than 
any soldiers in Europe. We look back at 
the accounts, now part of national history, 
of the miserable condition of the English 
soldiers in the Crimea, and are proud of our 
own superiority. Contrast their condition 
with that of our soldiers all through this 
war, Our men are well clad, have abun- 
dance of wholesome food, are provided with 
tents, &e., and receive further comforts froin 
private benevolence and patriotism. Of the 
English in the Crimea, during the winter of 
1854 and the spring of 1855, more than half 
died from ailments caused by privations of 
all kinds. Above all, the paternal care of 
our military administration has provided 
that hospital attention of which the English 
were so miserably deficient. We called into 
the service abundance of medical and surgi- 
cal assistance—and our braye soldiers will 
gladly admit how amply and promptly that 
aesistance has always been afforded in sick- 
ness and in suffering, What adds to the 
glory of this is that every thing—even the 
army itself—had to be improvised. fud- 
denly came the summoning to arms, and, 
almost at once, the serried thousands, eager 
for the fray, were hurrying to the defence of 
the national capital,—to Washington, the 
seat of Government and legislation, the real 
and only metropolis of the United States. But 
the army sent by England to battle with 
Russia in the Crimes, were neither recruits 
nor volunteers, but disciplined soldiers ; aud 
duri the last three hundred years there 
has been an uninterrupted military admini 


tration with its headquarters in London. 
Of course, when this bureau sent an army 


into the ficld, in a remote and thinly-popu- 


's country, it should simults-

was, that more of them fell victims to dis- 
, than to the bullet or bayonet of the 

The British War-office, with more 
precipitation than sagneity, sent an army 
into a country where it was eyident they 
must go Into Winter-quarters, without also 
x tents to shelter them, and for the 
most part omitting hospital stores and an 
adequate number of surgeons. 

Another of our improyements upon Eu- 
ropean military administration is the organi- 
zation of an Inyalid Corps. No doubt the 
idea hos been taken from organizations, 
somewhat in the same manner, in England 
and France. Yet, ns regards the French 
army, only the mere name has been bor- 
rowed. In England, there is more of the

80,000 soldiers, ‘‘eager for the fray,’ will 
thus: be restored to their respective regi- 
ments, The brave defenders of their coun- 
try’s rights and liberty, who haye suffered 
in the strife, will thus be placed in a certain 
grade of honorable efliciency. These men 
can defend our garrisons and forts nlmost as 
well as regular soldiers, and instead of re- 
ceiving the minor allowance of pensions, 
will receive the full pay and allowance: 
the United States soldiers, The organiza- 
tion of the Invalid Corps is likely to be one 
of the most effective as well as most popular 
acts of the War Department. 


THE ENFORCEMENT OF TIIE CON- 
SCRIPTION LAW. 

‘The provisions of the conscription law, as 
passed by the last Congress, were in some 
instances not ns clearly sect forth as they 
might haye been. The general scope and 
idea of the bill were clear enough; but, 
upon descending to the details, we found 
oursclyes embarrassed by several points that 
seemed to require interpretation, The 
Hon. Wirtrax Warrtne, Solicitor of the 
War Department, bas undertaken to brush 
away the difiiculties that surrounded the 
subject, and his opinions—or perhaps they 
might be more properly termed decisions, 
since the Secretary of War has semi-ofli- 
cially endorsed them, by causing them to be 
published for the informative of he publie— 
havo already appeared in our columns, 
These decisions of Solicitor Wui1rne do 
not profess to cover all the points of the 
conecription act that have become subjects 
of controversy. They relate especially, 
however, to two questions of general inte- 
rest, and area clear and practical exposition, 


firstly, of the liability of discharged volun- 
teers to be drafted; and, secondly, 
of the construction which the phrase 


“resistance to the draft’? will admit. 
‘The first topic has led to much discussion. 
‘The amount of logic expended upon it, and 
the quantity of space devoted to it in the 
Answers-to-Correspondents”” columns of 
the weekly papers, have been incalculable, 
It has been argued a priori that it would 
be unjust for the Government to ask those 
who have already served it in the field, and 
haye been discharged, again to risk their 
lives in its defence, while there are thou- 
sands in the North who haye never yet 
shouldered a musket, nor even joined a 
home guard. This is the species of reasc 
ing of disloyal men, who forget or studious- 
ly disregard the fact that the duty which 
every good citizen owes to his Government 
is not cancelled by the expiration of his 
term of enlistment, but there is sti] a pledge 
to be fulfilled as long ,as life, fortune, and 
sacred honor remain to him. So, at least, 
thought the men of the Revolution, and we 
cannot believe that the patriotic spirit which 
animated them has become extinct in these 
days. That the Administration cannot 
bring itself to any such belief, either, is 
evident from this first gazette of Mr. Solici- 
tor Wiritme. 

Mr, Wurrrnc holds to the opinion, that 
‘« while all persons coming within the pro- 
visions of the actareto be enrolled in the 
untional forces, nevertheless, under the first 
enrolment, those who were in the military 
service at the Lime the act went into eifect 
are notto be included in that class which is 
subject to the first draft.” The conscription 
act went into effect on the third of last 
March. Therefore, as we understand it, all 
soldiers, volunteers or regular, discharged 
or resigned from military service previous 
tothat date, are liable to enrolment, and to 
the first draft, unless exempted by age or 
bodily infirmity; and all those dischsrged 
subsequent to that date are likewise liable 
to enrolment, but are not subject to the first 
draft, and very probably will escape the pro- 
visions of the law altogether, -This seems 
to us to be as just an arrangement ns can 
possibly be arrived al, in carrying out a

Give OrwexT.—A correspondent eends the fol- 
lowing described mode of making a cement of glue 
ani shellac: Dissolve half a pound of good common 
glue in water, in the usual way, and enturate paper 
fn It until the glue solution is absorbed. The satus 
rated paper is then dried and cut into strips, and 
‘these are put into a clean glue pot, contalaing about 
hal€s pound of alcohol, and boiled gently over 
fire for shout an hour. 'A light cover fa kept upon 
the glue pot during ebuliltion. ‘The paper 1s now re~ 
moved from the glue-pot, and {a found freed from 
glue, which has been taken up by the aleohol. ‘The 
object of thus soaking the paper in glue, 13 simply 
to obtain an extensive surface for the alcohol to act 
upon the glue. At thia etago of the operation half a 
pound of pulverized gum shellac 18 gradually added, 
And the boillog of the leohol continued with occn* 
sional atirring until the gum la dissolved, ‘This 
forme a very adhesive cement for leather belts, and 
several other purposes,

He ineans breaking up 
the lumps, tearing in pleces the long, strawy parts, 
and bringing It all into auch a fine state that {t can 
be thoroughly mixed with the partfclea of the soil, 
Having broken it up, he mixes it with ashes, leaves, 
sawdust, tanbark, and all the refuse of hin ‘ganlen 
Inying it up In thin layers. When St has become 
partly decompoecd, he averhauls Jt, turning {t over 
with the shovel, and making it one homogeneous 
mass, After the heap has Inin a few montha it gota 
another working, when it is thoroughly “fined,” 
nnd ready to use Anywhere. He Is a very succeseful 
gardencr, and necribes no small part of his. success 
to this careful preparation of hia manure. Farmers 
nod othera may leara a hint from this example. It 
is plain that coarse, lumpy manure cannot benefit 
Innd ag much as that which {s broken up and finely, 
diffused throughout it. One reason why liquid m 
nure and guano act so efllcactously, is because they 
aro £0 minutely divided among the soll.

Ho saya just 
athe trees aro coming Into full bloom he takes & 
ragged stone and Drulscathe bark well ia the croteh 
of the trecs, and leaves the stone there, “That, he 
says, arrests the gum which will exude from’ the 
woudded place, and prevents its going to frult, thus 
cutting off what he supposes to bo the food for the 
larva. He saya he has tried it for many years, and 
never faila when the trecs blossom, except when he 
neglecte to bruise,

COL. DIUTASSY. 

In the Tribune we find an interesting sketch of 
the audacious career of thi adventurer and awind- 
ler, recently sentences to hard work in the peulten: 
tiary. Considering that among the German popula- 
tion his real character was known, it is strange 
that this peraon, at times a pedier, doctor, professor, 
count, and colonel, should havo been allowed to run 
no long n career of fraud. We aro ipformed that 

ther adventurers, who disgrace the geveral Integri- 
ty and patrlotiem of our foreign-born citizens, ro- 
main to be exposed. 

It ecems Mat in 1848, when the Hungarian revo- 
lution broke out, the oflicera of the Hussar Regi- 
ments, on arriving at the city of Pesth, found In the 
Jews’ quarter a man of the name of Strasser, who 
kopt a tecond-iand clothing store, and who ecemed 
to be In confidential relationa with the horeckecp- 
ere of the Hungarian plaing which curround that 
city, and with whom he had an extensive busioess 
condection, ‘The person who gives us thie jaforma- 
tlon wasn one of the regiments, and was personally 
aciustoted with Straeser at that time, When the 
Garibaldl Guard wae being formed in New York, he 
Tecognized In the elegant acd iniuential Col, ‘D+ 
Utatey, Stratecr, the Jewish clothcs-dealcr of Peath. 

DUtheey’s firet field in America wae in Onnada. 
By dint of audacity and cunning, he is said at one 
time to have been private secretary to the Governor 
oC Nova Scotia, and at another a Profeazor of Mo 
dern Language in Dalhouste College. 

He came to New Yorlcsome three or four yeara 
go, bringing with him strong letters of recommenda. 
tion from Inilueatial people in Canada, which, with 
hia pleasing pergonal address and perfect self-control, 
enabled him to gain the confidence of our best citi: 
zens. Ho entered himeci€ as s student in the office 
of Dr. Watts, and fora thme attended medical 
Turea at the University, ostensibly with the ohj 
of pursuing medicine nea profession. All thie while 
ho waa going under the assumed name of D'Utasay, 
and living {n part by teaching modern Inngunges’ 
nnd in part by his wita, Atone time he would call 
Mmeelf Dr. D'Utaeey, nt another Ohevalicr D'Utase 
sy, and at another Count. Under the Inter preu- 
donym, he issald to have paid his addrcseca to a 
young lady of a most respectable American family 
At the #amo time that, under one of the others, he 
seduced a German lady of fino education and pro- 
viously irreproachable character. Among his aneo- 
olatea of foreign birth bis pretensions fo noble rank 
Were the subject of jcat, and, in various saloooa and 
concert halla, pereona who had known him ns the 
horse-trader ‘and clothesdenlor of 148, under the 
nome of Strasser, openly denounced bin as an im 
postor, But, as too offen happens, the truth did 
Lot come to the cars of the worthy parties upon 
whom ho waa playing the part of Jeremy Diddler, 
ona grand scale, and he wae thus enabled to prac: 
tich hie deceptions until the outbreak of the present 
war. 

On the very first pay-day after reaching camp, an 
noaceament of about cight dollara was made pon 
every non-commissioned officer aud private in the 
regiment, ostensibly for relinbureement to the Union 
Defence Qommittee for the cost of thelr uniforms;
